EMPIRE TRADE. 


EXTENSION OF IMPERIAL 
|. PREFERENCE.

TRADE WITH SOVIE 


BRITISH COMPANY'S PROPERTY 
CONFISCATED. 


While: Mr... Bron, the head of 
the Bolshevik Trade Delegation, is 
trying to persuade British manu- 
factures‘s and others to trade with 
Russia—providing, of course, they 
are foolish enough to pay cash 


with orders and to grant credit for. 


sales—in Russia , itself Mr. Bron’s 
auperiors are doing their utmost to 
stir up anti-British feeling. 

This anti-British fury is well de- 
monstrated by the experience of 
Lena Goldfields, Ltd. At the time 
of the Soviet ‘revolution the whole 
of the company's property was, con- 
fiscated, but when the ‘Bolsheviks 
found they could not carry on with- 
out foreign assistance a new con- 
cession tas: granted by the: Soviet, 
the conditions of the agreement be- 
ing that:any question in dispute 
should bo referred to a court of 
arbitration. 

This was. In 1925, Ever since 
that date the company has been 
spending money on the concession, 
and the company was looking for- 
ward to a profit this year which 
could be used for the benefit of the 
British and other shareholders. 

Then the blow — fell. The 
Bolsheviks apparently conceived the 
scheme of confiscating the com- 
pany’s property and’ taking all the 
profits, or as much as they could 
secura' under . their qwn manage- 
ment for themselves.’ 

As no arrangement could be 
arrived at the company put into 
operation the arbitration clause of 
the agreement, nominating as their 
arbitrator Sir Leslie Scott, KC, 
The arbitration was finally fixed 
for May 9, but the Soviet refused 
to attend the court. As it. is 
provided that-the court, once con- 
stituted, shall have power to act 
even if one of the parties abstains 
from attending, it duly met and 
adjourned. 

It is now expected, that it will 
meet soon possibly in London, when 
Lena Goldfields, Ltd., will put for- 
ward its claim against the 
Bolsheviks. es

‘GOLD OR SILVER? 


_ CONSIDERED ° LONDON 
VIEW. 


CHINA’S PROBLEM. 


In an article on recent gold 
standard developments, the Mid- 
land Bank Monthly Review, refer- 
ting to conditions in Asia, says: 

To complete’ our survey, We may 
now pass to the East, where a pro- 
nounced movement: ig taking place 
away from silver towards gold, 
Before mentioning more recent 
changes, however, it may be’ notic:. 
ed that Japan, ‘whose post-war re- 
turn to the gold standard waa de 
layed by a series of natural and 
oe catastrophes, finally achieved 
in January the world-wide ‘objec- 
tive of monetary reconstruction. 
More recently, the gold basis. has 
been adopted in‘ place of a silver 
standard in French Indo-China. 
This step, which had been in con- 
templation for some time, wag 
hastened’ by the marked decline in 
the price of silver, ‘About ‘the 
middle of January the piastre wag 
finally stabilised at’ 2 nominal 
value of ten’ francs, so that tho 
parity with sterling is now appro- 
ximately ‘12.42 piastres to one 
pound, The silver reserve in the 
hands of the Bank of Indo-China, 
which enjoys a monopoly of note 
issue, has been converted into gold 
assets, and the monetary system 
consists of «a somewhat peculiar 
combination of the general ‘prin; 
ciples of gold bullion and gold ex- 
change standards. 

Persia and China, 

‘Whereas in French Indo-Ching 
the removal to gold has ‘been ac 
tually accomplished, in the other 
two countries to be mentioned, 
Persia and China, only preliminary 
have yet been taken, In 
Persia the Government has already 
begun the preparatory work of 

change stabilisation, the ultim- 
ate aim. being the inauguration of 
some form of gold standard, pre- 
sumably of the gold exchange type, 
in place of the ailver unit’ hitherto 
in use. The projected'new unit is 
the “riyal,". twenty of which are 
intended to rank at parity with the 
pound. Here: too, then, the recent 
heavy depreciation “of ‘silver has 
hosténed the process,of univer- 
salisation of the gold 
Meanwhile, an agreement has re- 
cently been reached between tha 
Government and the Imperial Bank 
of Persia under which the Bank 
surrender its monopdly right 
of note issue, originally granted in 
1889. The agreement . is to tako 
effect in about a year's time, and 
silver’ reserves in the hands of tho 
Bank are to be transferred to the 
Government. 

In China the proposals for con- 
version to gold are far more 
Visionary, in view of the general 
political and social conditions of 
the -general political and social 
conditions of that vast.and by no 
means unified country. Early in 
1929 a commission of experts 
headed by Profeasor Kemmerer, 
began a thorough examination of 
China’s finances, and towards the 
end of the year a .report on 
monetary affairs was presented to 
the Nationaliat — Government-| 
Generally speaking, the opinion is 
held thatthe plan put forward, 
considered as- a cohesive whole, 
projects too far into the future, in 


‘view of the surrounding condi- 


tions, to - possess any immediate 
practical importance. It would 
serve no useful purpose, therefore, 
to consider it in great detail, 
Briefly, however, the experts ad- 
vocate “the replacement of . the 
present. confused currencles by 9 
uniform and nation-wide currency 
ayatem and the introduction of the 
‘gold standard.” 
__. China’a New Unit, 

It“is pointed out that China: is 
now the only important country on 
a silver standard, and that in 
consequence the trade and finance 
-of the country bear tho full brunt 
of th wide fluctuations {n the 
value of silver. Accordingly,’ a 
new unit, the “sun,” is recommend. 
ed, with a: gold content which 
makes the ‘parity 40 per cent. of 
the United States dollar; or 19%4d. 
This unit was . chosen as being 
roughly equal to'the gold value of 
the silver dollars now circulating 
in. most parts of Chins. © The 
monetary system . recommended is 
highly complex, having been “ de= 
signed to meet China’s pecullar 
conditions, but in essence it’ con- 
sists of a gold exchange standard. 
This. ultimate objective muat, even’ 
in favourable conditions, require a 


Jong time for‘ its. full accomplish- 


ment, Meanwhile, however, the 
Nationalist | Government: ‘has. an:

WELL-GUARDED SECRET. 


Chinese: writings as far back as| 


the third century establish the 
fact that gold was the chief product 
of Luzon’ at that time, and it is 
well. known that before Magellan’s 
arrival commerce was carried on 
with China, the Fillpincs paying 
for silks and other manufactured 
goods with gold,- dyewoods and 
edible birde’ nests. |The leading 
gold producing districts of that 
far-off period were in fact, the 
same as, those which yield the most 
to-day. ; 
‘ Reticent Natives. 

The Igorats who inhabit Abra, 
Kontoc, Lepanto and Benguet, are 
extraordinarily reticent about their 
gold mining. About two’ hundred 
years ago Morga wrote that the 
“Ygolotes” would not permit the 
Bpaniards access to the mines. 
Even Semper, who” stood on Intl- 
mate terms with the Filipinos, wag 
not allowed to visit any gold mines 
in the Cordillera Central. 

’ A Briton of long residence in 
Northern Luzon, who had handled 
much Iyorot gold commercially, 
statedi\sonié years ago that no out- 
siders of any race were permitted 
to visit the quartz ‘mines or even 
to prospect for quartz, though such 
were sometimes allowed ‘to wash 
gravel in the streams of the Agno 
and the Abra river basins, 

This concession was probably a 
Igorots considered 
such gravels pretty well exhausted. 

It. is certain that those indefatig- 
able explorers and prospectors, the 
Spaniards, began early to take a 
hand in the mining industry. After 
Don Juan Salcedo had conquered 
the province of Laguna in 1572 
ke heard of some enormously 
rich mines on the Pacifiz Const of 
Luzon and set out in their quest. 
After extreme hardships he arrived 
at the place called Paracale and 
convinced himself of the richness 
of the deposits being worked by 
the natives. ; 

“Mexican Methods. ° 

Spaniards coming from Mexico 
early settled in Camarines Norte 
and brought with them the Mexl- 
can methods of treating the ore 
which are practised there, 
the crown levied.a royalty of a 
fifth, which was later reduced to a 
tenth. ‘In 1609 the. reduced royalty 
ylelded $10,000 annually, -and Ge- 
melli Carreri learned from the 
Governor at Manila that the pro- 
duct was $200,000, which is a. rea- 
sonable figure, since such a royalty 
was sure to - be ‘evaded in large 
measure. 

Before the advent of the Span- 
jards in’ the Philippines the gold 
won by natives found ‘its way into 
China. through” the medium of 
Chinese traders who visited these 
shores in their junks. The mining 
sections close to the sea coast were 
also favourite raiding grounds for 
hordes of Moro pirates, attracted 
thither by thé old.

“MORE STANDARD

Perhaps the most marked feature 
of the motor-boat industry is the 
great growth in. the “practice of 
“standardization"—ie., the manu.

a standard vessel (80 long as it has, 
been properly cared fur) is “likely 
on the whole to be busher than 
that of a bout of similar valuc 
which was built to meet the purely 
personal views of the owner. 

Increased Power, 

One of the factors which has 
most encouraged the standardiza- 
tion of small crafts is the much 
Ancreased power, performance, and 
reliability of the outboard motor. 
Racing boats and the smaller sort 
fof speed-boat were the first to 
benefit, and in consequence to ex- 
pand in popularity. But now it ia 
the turn of the cruiser.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR DERRICK. 


After more evidence was heard 
yesterday afternoon by ‘Mr, R.E. 
Lindse!) and the Coroner's jury the 
Gloucester House tragedy inquiry 
was again adjourned | 

One of the workmen who was on 
the fourth floor level when the der- 
rick collapsed told the Court that 
six persons,’ including tho three 
dead men, were responsible for the 
erection of the derrick, No parti- 
cular man was in charge. When 
the accident oceurred on the morn- 
ing of June 28 he was standing on 
a plan’ supporting the derrick. He 
fell down with the others. How- 
ever, he was lucky to be thrown in- 
ward, and, as he reached the third 
floor level, he managed to seize one 
of the wire guy ropes, and thus 
save himself. : 

. The contractor who supplied the 
planks used >to sapport the derrick 
was the next witness, He said 
that he had dealt in planks for over 
20 years. Where the plank broke, 
he said, was quite sound, but he ad- 

- mitted that there was a rotten apot 
“in another place.

SWEDEN'S SPORTING 
KING. 


| Still. Plays Tennis at Age 
£28,250,000- A ‘YEAR| of 


" King Gustaf VY. of Sweden cele- 
brated recently his 72nd birthday 


‘unbent by age or destiny, energetic, 


forceful, experienced and: still one 
of the first aporisnin of his coun- 
try. : 

This is his firat birthday after 
the loss of his consort, Queen Vie- 
torfa, who died in Rome on April 4. 

Few sovereigns ‘in post-War 
Europe enjoy such popularity and 
admiration‘as the Swedish monarch, 
The. loyalty of ‘the Swedish nation 
towards the Royal house has never 
been seriously affected by the re- 
volutionary storms which have 
swept over so many great*European 
countries, and resulted in the over- 
throw of powerful dynasties. 

The Swedish nation is, in its’ bulk, 
just as monarchical as it was before 
the Great War, and although the 
Socialist party, is one of the strong- 
est political groups ‘in the country. 
there is practically'no republican- 
ism in conservative, yet democratic 
Sweden. 7 

“With .The. People,” 

It is, of course, not only due to 
the Swedish national character but 
just a3 well a result of the political 
attitude of King Gustaf, if the 
monarchical idea is so strong in pre- 
sont-day Sweden. ‘ : 

When King Gustaf, upon the 
death of his father King Oakar II. 
ascended the throne on December 8, 
1907, he chose as his motto the 
jvords = “With 
country,” and the democratic spirit 
expressed in this slogan has often 
been characteristic of the King’s 
views and ‘actions, especially during 
the later years of his government. 


When indulging in his favourite }" 


sport, lawn tennis, the King insista 
upon being called “Mr..G.” a pséu- 
donym, which 
and under’which the King has, in 
past times as well as quite recently, 
won a good many victories over 
well-known sportsmen younger than 
himself. 

The tall figure of the King is wide- 
ly known in Sweden, in Britain and 
on the Riveira. Besides lawn ten-

This morning about three hun- 
dred students and “labourers de- 
monstrated at the corner of Nan- 
king Road and Thibet Road, shout- 
ing slogans in connection with 
the local “Anti-War Day,” They 
extolled the Soviet and condemn- 
ed the “Nationalist Government, 
the Kuomintang and ‘imperialism 
generally, 

The police had anticipated 

trouble and were amply prepared. 
They quickly dispersed the crowd, 
making eight arrests, 
_ Later, in Nanking Road, in the 
vicinity of Shansi Road, the mob 
stoned a tram car and a motor 
car, but did very little damage. 

Another demonstration on the 
Bund in the vicinity of Soochow 
Road was quickly dispersed, and 
nineteen arrests were made, 

Altogether thirty-two were ar- 
rested, of whom two were dis- 
‘charged later. ; 

Numerous handbills were broad- 
cast in the streets, showing that 
the - demonstrators were’ against 
the civil war but in favour ‘of 
Communism.—Reuter. ‘

HIRE-PURCHASE. 


Increasing Tendency of 
Business. 


The proportion of hire-purchase 
transactions in the motor trade 
showa no signs of decreasing. In- 
deed, the tendency in many parts of 
Great Britain is for it to grow 
vather than diminish, and during 
recent months, when trade has ‘been 
considerably less active, it has been 
remarked that some buyers who 
formerly refused’ to consider this 
particular method of acquiring a 
new car or & motor cycle have now 
waived their objections. Probably 
the Jack of ready cash has some- 
thing to do with this change .of 
view,. and It has also to be remem- 
bered that: far greater facilities are 
now available for those who wish to 
buy on the instalment plan. So 
far as the public is concerned, the 
hire-purchase method {s still con- 
fined largely to transactions involv- 
ing new cars. Many motor agents, 
however, in an endeavour to clear 
thelr used car stocks, are not averse 
to “selling ‘second-hand cars on 
“time,” and more recently attempts 
have been made to introduce the 
scheme for tyres, an extension of 
the principle which may be attended 
with a certain amount of additional 
risk owing to the fact that tyres 
generally wear out very much more 
rapidly than do cars. Apart from|2 
their dealings with the public, motor 
traders are themselves frequently 
interested in hire-purcfiase, for 
small’ garage proprietors . find it 
convenient to acquire garage tools 
and plant in- this way, and large 
numbers of them who run hiring 
businesses and’ bus services enter 
into instalment’ agreements when 
they “buy” their. vehicles. For a 
considerable time attempts have 
been made to fix standard terms and 
a deposit which will apply, to all 
transactions. Both the “manufac- 
turera ‘and the agents have of late 
discussed this aspect of the subject, 
but they still appear to be as far aa 
ever from arriving at a uniform 
‘policy. While it is agreed that a 
deposit of one-third of the purchase 
price is aound business, the number 
of firms adopting a “no deposit” 

dlicy is go latge that agreement 
‘cannot meantime be achieved. Of 
| late repossessions of cars where the 
hirers have failed) to pay their 
periodic instalments have tended to 
increase, a development due, no, 
doubt, to financial stringency aud’ 
to the granting of too easy terma.

ALL-MOTOR CITY. 


Whére Pedestrians Are 
. Not: Run Over. 


The enormous volume of present- 
dsy strect traffic arising from 
highly-developed motor transporta- 
tion and the many hazards to pedes- 
trians renulting therefrom, are re- 
flected in, American city planning 
and housebuilding. There is being 
built in the State of. New Jersey, 
for instance, a’ new town, Radburn, 
‘which is called the ‘City of the 
Motor Age,” ‘and,.is being built on 
an unusual plan, as a aolution to the 
pressing traffic and safety. problems 
of the modern age. ~ 

‘The Radburn plan provides for 
separate footpaths for pedestrians, 
distinct from the roadways on which 
automobiles’ travel. Largo parks, 
where. youngsters and. grown-ups 
can walk and play in safety, occupy

MOTOR LAW. 
Effect on Taxis in 
Bangkok. 


Bangkok, June 7 
.The new Motor Vehicles Law, 
which has juat been brought into 
force, is, going to exercise a 
sound influence upon the traffic
